Manufacturing Steel. 

The manufacture of steel according to the 
Siemens process bas been successfully intro- 
duced into England. The superiority of this 
method of making steel, compared with the 
ordinary mode, is asserted to be very positive, 
while, as regards cost, it effectaa great sav- 
ing. Thus, by it, one ton of steel ingots may 
be produced with aton and a half of cheap 
small coal; the ordinary Sheffield method re- 
quires from five to six tons of fuel for one ton 
of steel. Without paler details,the process 
by which this steel is produced may be briefly 
siated as follows: Good hematite ore and 
mixed and treated with carbon- 
aceous materials, by which their total or par- 
tial reduetion into metallic iron is effected.

The Counterfeit Bill Case. 

The case of Mr. E. Bohon, charged with pass- 
ing a counterfeit $50 National bank bill, came up 
for hearing yesterday morning, before W. A. 
Meriwether, United States Commissioner. The 
evidence, as testified to by the prosecuting wit- 
ness, Was in substance as follows: Bohon went 
to the grocery store owned and kept by Nick 
Gathoff to get the $50 note changed for smaller 
bills; the wife of Mr. Gathoff objected to chang- 
ing so large a note as $50, for fear it might not 
be good. Gathoff remarked that Bohon was 
good for the amount, if the bill was not, and 
handed Bohon the change. Gathoff passed the 
note to the Gas Company in payment of his gas 
bill; the note was sent bythe Gas Company to 
the bank, where it was discovered to be counter- 
feit; it was then returned to Gathoff, and by him 
returned to Bohon, with the request that he take 
the note beck and return the amount of money 
be bad received for it. Bobon readily promised 
to redeem it; though he did not then have the 
money to comply with the request, he would get 
it as soon as possible, and would then take the 
note back. A short time afterward Bohon was 
arrested on the above charge. The evidence 
failing to show any criminal intention to pass the 
pote, knowing the same to be counterfeit, the 
Commissioner dismissed the warrant agalost 
Mr. Bobon, and be was thea discharged. 


COAL. 


Something about the Famine that is 
Almost Upon Us. 


The Coal Fields that Supply Louis- 
ville—The Trade, the Miners, 
the Shippers and 
Dealers. 


FAGTS AND SUG@ESTIONS. 


J 


Some of our citizens are apprehensive that 
we may havea coal famine this winter. That 
we will have one is certain unless the Ohio river 
riggs next month so as to allow the floating of 
coal from burgh. There is a great deal of 
coal up the river awaiting shipment, but the 
Ohio is lower than it has been at any time since 
1854, there being only fifteen inches water in the 
channel at Pittsburgh. 

There are in this city twenty-eight coal-dealera, 
twelve of whom have coal-yards. At this time 
only five of these have coal in their yards, and 
all their stocks are very light. In addition to 
what they have, there are eight boats and barges, 
containing probably one hundred and twenty 
thousand bushels of coal, lying across the river 
above Jeffersonville. Ifthe consumption of coal 
in our city for domestic and manufacturing pur- 
poses was all drawn from the stocks that our 
coal dealers have there would not be a supply 
for fourteen days. Neither manufacturers or 
other citizens have large supplies of coai on 
hen@, and it is believed by  well-in- 
formed persons that altogether there is 
not in our city a three months’ supply of 
fuel. Three-fourths of all the coal used by our 
citizens is bought from the dealers between the 
first of September and Christmas. When the 
rise in the river occurred in May last, the deal- 
ers here shipped most of their stock southward, 
depending on being able to get fresh supplies for 
this market when the June rise should come; 

the June rise didn’t come, and they were 

short. There has been no rise since then 

th mentioning, and coal bas been slowly and 
s.eadily going up in price, This advance has in- 
duced economy in the use of coal and its pur- 
chase m small lots only when absolutely needed. 
It is believed that if our people had used coal as 
freely this season as they erdinarily do, there 
would pot now be a bushel im the city. The 
Southern country has a pretty fair supply from 
what was sent down in May, but we are short. 
So restricted have been the purchases of coal 
during the present season that, though coal has 
been going up, none of the dealers have made 
much money. 

THE WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA COAL-FIELD. 

In the Western Pennsylvania coal region, 
which lies mainly on the Monongahela river, be- 
tween Pittsburgh and the fourth pool, which is a 
little above Brownsville, and perhaps sixty-five 
miles from Pittsburgh, there is annually taken 
out from sixty-five to seventy million bushels of 
bituminous coal. The coal-beds are mainly in 
the hills next to the river or in the second range 
of bills back from it. In some cases the miners 
haye worked through the first hills and into the 
second. Ultimately. as the demand for coal in- 
creases, the coal will have to be carried on tram- 
ways five, ten or twenty miles tothe river. This 
wili considerably imcrease its cost, but will not 
be necessary for many years. Pittsburgh coal is 
takeh to all parts of the Sout& and as high up 
the Missouri river as Keokuk. The demand for 
it is constantly increasing on ail the tributary 

into the Ohio and 
is largely used at 
for domestic 
uses, general manufacturing purposes and gas- 
making. Each year the demand is for about ten 
per cent. more Pittsburgh coal than was used 
the year before. There is very little coal found 
along the Alleghany river, though that is the re 
gion in which the oil wells are situated. The vil 
distilled by great pressure at low temperatures 
may have flowed hundreds of miles in great fis- 
sures and troughs, and be tapped at long dis- 
tances from coal beds. The Pittsburgh coal is 
generally found in thick veins, and is compact, 
very bituminous, very free generally from sul- 
phur, and unsurpassed in quality for manufac- 
turing, making steam, or domestic uses. Its 
freedom from sulphur, phosphorus, and other 
substances injurious in the manufacture of iron, 
make it very valuable. Of the coal mined along 
the Monongahela river, Pittsburgh uses about 
thirty or forty millions of bushels, Cincinnati 
about fifteen milliens, and Louisville 
about six millions. It is said 
that the name Monongahela, which 
wes given by the Indians, comes from two He 
brew words which signify casting forth tire, and 
referred to som coal mines which have been on 
fire from time immemorial 
THE PENNSYLVANIA COAL MINERS. 

In the Western Pennsylvania coal mines, abvut 
three thousand miners are employed. They are 
all banded in one association that has a board of 
offcers who determine the rates of wages, and 
thus control the coal trade. When the board or- 
ders an advance of wages, or a strike, the miners 
to @ man stand by them. Circumstances in the 
W.st also favor the miners interests. In the 
Ezesiern Pennsylvania coal region, when there is 
a strike and suspension of work, the railroads 
suffer heavily, but the mine-owners bear buta 
sm~all part of the toss. In the Western Pennsyl- 
vania coal region business is done in a different 
manner, and, as the proprietors have large in- 
terests in barces and steambvats, a suspension 


taon to the six million bushels of Pittsburgh cual 
used by Li uisville, our city consumes about eight 
huvdred thousand or a million bushels of Pome- 
roy or Obio coal. About two bumdred thousand 
busbeis are used by citizens, and the balance by 


steambvats. 
COST OF PITTSBURGH COAL. 


Put in varges the Pittsburgh coel now costs 
about 735 cents per bushel. A miner will take 
out about a hundred bushels aday. Barges cost 
on an average perhaps $1,100, and last probably 
about five years Formerly coelnoats were 
floated down with each rige inthe river. The 
barges are nowadays always towed by steamers 
that are cwned or chartered by the coal-ship- 
pers. The expense of the round trip towimg the 
barge down loaded with coal and up with iron 
ore or empty is believed to be about 235 cents on 
each bushel of coal brought down, and the wear 
and tear cn the barges is estimated at one cent 
a bushel, consequently the cost of coal on its ar- 
‘rival bere from Pittsburgh is about eleven cents 
abushel. The profit to the coal-shipper is con- 
sidered to be in the employment of the towboat 
steamer, which must realize perhnops $,900 ina 
season, besides being kept in repairs. 

THE SHIPPERS OF PITTSBURGH COAL. 

There are thirty or forty persons and firms en- 
gaged in shipping coal from Pittsburgh. The 
leading ones are W. H. Brown, R. & J. Watson, 
N.J. Bagley & Co.. Horner. Wood & Co., Sharp, 
McDonald & Co., J. V. McDonald & Co., Farrow 
& Gilbert, John Gilmore, James Blackmore, 
Thomas Fawcett, Ciark & Co., Risher & Co., 
Jehu Smith, Dippoid & Co., Joe Walton, Hays 
Ccal Company, Lron City Coal Company, Riddle, 
Coleman & Co., Miller, Mickle & Co., and James 
Lynn & Co. Each of the coal-sbippers has, on 
an average, three tow-boats, worth, together, 
say $100,000. W. H. Brown has, perhaps, $500,000 
worthf tow-boats. Horner, Wood & Co. have 
tnyAOor Wont John A. Wood, Simpson Horner, 

ary Ann, Ella, Sam Marvin, and Stella. The 
Jcbn A. Wood cost $90,000, and has one of the 
finest engines on the Western waters. She is 
now lying at New Albany. The Sam Mervin has 
bi cu bought to wreck, so as to put her engine on 
another boat. The Stella was lately bought in 
at auction, to satisfy a claim that Horner, Wood 
& Co. had against her. 

W. H. Brown cwns the towboats Greyhound, 
Wiliem Cowen, Sam Brown, Baltic, and, per- 
haps, others. He is having 4 very fine boat built 
pow, to be used next season. Brown ships much 
coal to the Missouri river, and takes back in his 
barges iron ore for the Pittsburgh rolling mills. 
It is said that be sends 2,500,000 bashels of coal 
to St, Louis every year. Some of the Pittsburgh 
coal kings send coal to Brazos and other places 
on the Gulf of Mexico. 

SOMETIMES HEAVY LOSSES. 

Coal shippers meet sometimes with tremon- 
does losses, though the business is not near 50 
risky as it was formerly, when the almost un- 
manageable coalboats were floated down the 
river. Year before last one coal man lost $150,- 
(00 worth of boats and coal,and last yoar a 
number of others lost from $10,000. to $75,000 
each. Their aggregate losses probably do not 
fall short of $50,000. They cannot put coal in 
Louisville for much less than eleven cents a 
bushel. The difference between that and the 
price at which coal is sold by our dealers is the 
profit of the dealers. As others can buy coal 
from the shippers just as cheaply as the coal 
dealers, the large manufacturers buy from first 
bands, Considering the cost of handling and 
otber expenses the coal dealers«lo not generally 
make excessive profits. The advance, in peri- 
ods of coal famine, is no criterion of their ordi- 
nary profits. There isa coal famine only every 
three or five years, and then most coal dealers 
have very little coal to sell. 

PROFITS IN COAL FAMINE YEARS. 

It may be asked why do not some of our coal 
dealers lay in a large stock and take advantage 
of the occasional coal famine’ The answer is 
that it will not pay to doso. A stock of at least 
two millions bushels would be required to last 
our city three months during a coal famine 
caused by temporary low water and perhaps ex- 
cessive shipments South from thia city. To put 
in this stock would employ two hundred barges 
and require an investment of $250,000 for 
barges, $250,000 for coal and at least $100,000 for 
others things. The famine does not occur often- 
ertban once in three years, and this would ne- 
cessitate the holding a stock of 2,000,000 bush- 
els by an investment of $600,000. The coal 
loses by the influence of weather five per cent. 
a year, and coal thus held for high prices could 
not be sold without loss at less than thirty cents 
s bushels. — 

Of the Pittsburgh and Ohio coal it is esti- 
mated that 35,000,000 bushels come here and go 
on down the river. We omitted to mention be- 
fore that the energetic coal dealer of this city, 
Sam. Roberts, Eeq., has a fine tow-boat and an 
interest in the Sam Rogers. 

OTHER SUPPLIES OF COAL. 

Unless the anticipated famine is averted by a

be expected immediately from any other source. 
There is some coal brought into the city overthe 
Elizabethtown and Paducah railroad, but that 


of business bears heavily upon them.

bushel. In quality, for domestic uses, the Ren- 
der coal is almost, if not altogether,"as good as 
that from Pittsburgh. 

e INCREASED COST OF COAL SINCE THE WAR. 

Before the war Pittsburgh coal was often sold 
in Louisville for seven cents a buahel, but infla- 
tion of the currency, the preasure of a National 
debt, increased cost of mining and transporta- 
tion from the mines to the barges, increased cost 
o* handling and and other expenses have induced 
the present greatly advanced rates. 

COMPARATIVE QUALITY OF COAL8. 

The coals of the Pitttsburgh region are better, 
all’ purposes considered, than the coals of 
western Kentucky.: As we come westward from 
Pittsburgh and the eastern branches of the 
Youghioghevy the coal beds deteriorate, but 
there are still occasional exceptional beds of 
excellent quality. Nearly all western coals con- 
tain too much sulphur and phosphorus to per- 
mit their use by iron manufacturers. Pomeroy, 
Wheeling and Asbland send out a great deal of 
coal. A great deal is taken from Ashland, 
which is in Boyd county, Kentucky, to Cincin- 
pati. A great advantage of the Monongahela 
and Youghiogheny coal flelds is their accessi- 
bility. Those of them which ere nearest the 
Cumberland mountains are of best quality for 
all uses, The coal found at Proctor contains so 
much oxygeo that it will not make gas, but 
burns with aperfectly blue fame. It bas in 
itself no illuminating power, and when gas has 
been made out of it, there had to be animal fat 
added s0 as to supply the needful carbon. An 
iWustration of the fact that while a railroad may 
alleviate a coal famine, it is not usually very 
efficient In keeping down the prices of coal, is 
shown in the saie of Brazil mine coal in Indian- 
apolis, only seventy miles distant, on a line 
road, for 25 cents a bushel 

The Pennsylvania coal fleld occupies half of 
that State. The anthracite outlyers are of con- 
siderable extent. At Georgetown, Md., the Penn- 
sylvania coal bas, perhaps, its maximum of «x- 
cellence. It burns witha bright flame, without 
smoke, and is the best coal in the world for sea- 
going steamers. It is semi-bituminous, burns 
like alcohol, makes no amoke, and don’t coke. 

THE WESTERN KENTUCKY COAL REGION. 

In Kentucky there are said to be eleven coal 
beds. These do not extend over our whole coai 
field, but in the center of the coal fleld will be 
found ali the beds that eyer were successively 
deposited there. 

The main western coal field of Kentucky is 
south of the Ohio river and in the west end of 
the State. It is, perhaps, seventy miles long 
from east to west, and about forty-five miles 
wide from the Ohio river to the most southern 
limit of the semi-circular coal feld. This coal 
fieid is surrounded by semi-circular belts of 
other formations, which extend from points on 
the Ohio above the coal field, aruund it, to 
points on the Ohio below the coal fleld. At the 
western end of the State is also a small outlying 
coai field, surrounded bya semi-circular belt of 
millstone grit. 

The western coal measures of Kentucky are 
surrounded by heavy beds of a coarse sandstone, 
with interculated beds of limestone and other 
rocks. The outline of the surrounding mill- 
stone grit is very irrecular, both ag to its con- 
nection with the underlying member of the sub- 
carboniferous limestones or the great cave mem- 
ber of this part of Kentucky. The coal bed ex- 
tends through the counties of Crittenden, Caid- 
well, part of Hopkins, Muhlenburg, Christian, 
part of Todd, part of Logan, Butler, a little of 
Warren, Edmonson, Hart, Grayson and Breckin- 
ridge. Thus, the coal measures of this Western- 
Kentucky coal-fleld, onthe Ohio river, are in 
Union, Henderson, Daviess and Hancock eoun- 
ties, and In the next tier of counties coal under- 
hes the counties of Webster, McLean, Ohio, part 
of Hopkins and a large part of Muhlenburg, with 
heavy outlying coal beds in Butler, Edmonson, 
Grayson and Breckinridge. There is also an 
underlying coal fleld in Livingstone county, 
which underlies a large part of it. 

THE ELIZABETHTOWN AND PADUCAH RAILROAD. 

The Elizabethtown and Paducah railroad 
reaches good coalin the western part of Gray- 
s0n county, part of VOhio county, and some_in 
Muhlenburg county. The finest body of cval 
contiguous to the road, and most accessible, is 
in Madison county, fouror five miles south of 
Hopkins county. There ihe coal is of very good 
quality, in thick veins, anil is easily 
That place is the heart of the must accessible 
coal-beds of Western Kentucky 

The Elizabethtown and . Paducah railroad will 
at one point pass through a very accessible cvual- 
ficid, five miles wide and eight long, where the 
coal is from six and a half to seven feet thick, 
The coal in the area stated is everywhere easily 
accessible, and, through its entire thickness, in 
combustible quality for domestic uses and gen 
erating steam, fully equal to the best Pittsburgh 
coel, It is not quite so hard as Pittsburgh coal, 
and does not bear handling quite so weil. A well 
informed gentioman believes that at points on 
the Elizabethtown and Paducah railroad oval is 
80 accessible that it may be put on the cars for 
four cents a bushel. Altogether the Western 
Kentucky coal-tield comprises an area of over 
sixteen hundred square miles. 

From this Western Kentucky cval-fleld coal 
will no doubt be carried by rau to Nasiville. 
Coal is now taken down the Cumberland river to 
Nashville. The boats are loaded, sunk in shal 
low water by boring holes in their bottoms, the 
object of sinking being to Keep them from leak- 
ing. When there is a rise in the Cumberland th 
holes bored in the bottom of tle boat are pez 
ged upand the boat pumped out, when she Is 
ready to go-down the river. 

WESTERN COAL FIELD AND THE 

The Western Kentucky coal-eid borders on 
the Ohio river from Caseyville to Hawsviile. 
The only mining done along the river is at Casey- 
ville and its neighborhood, and in a small fil 
near Rockport. Coal is taken out of the 
fleld by a shaft at Evansville. The coal of 
basin may be mined at auy point between Haws- 
ville and Uniontown by shaft. A mine was cur 
ried on by a shaft 14 feet deep, at Uniontown, 
for some years. The works were accidentally 
buyned, and have never been restored, 
and thus all work has been suspended at 
this mine. There could be a mine every haif 
mile for the distance of one hundred and tifty- 
or one hundred and sixty miles along the Ohio 
river, on the Kentucky side, without interfering 
with each other. It would have to be done in 
all cases by shafting, and in some cases the 
shafts might have to be four hundred feet deep. 
The shafting and pumps needed wouid make the 
mining in some cases expensive. The time has 
not yet come for developing these mines in that 
way.

THE ACCESSIBLE PORTION. 

The accessible beds will be first worked,*and 
especially the southern part of the coal basin on 
the line of the Elizabethtown and Paducah road. 
The coal begins on this road about eight miles 
west of Litchfield. The Gordon bed is three 
feet thick. All the beds vary in thickness, and 
the coal is found for forty miles—to Tradewater 
river. im many places there is natural outcrop- 
ping, which will not require any kiud of shaft- 
ing. 

A very well-informed gentleman writes in re- 
lation to the bringing of this coal to Louisville 
by the Elizabethtown and Paducah railroad, as 
follows: 

“The announcement of the first arrival of 
Kentucky coal over the Elizabethtown and Pa 
ducah railroad has been a source of congratula- 
tion by influential citizens who appreciate the 
importance to the city of Louisville of the event. 
The importance of manufactories is little under- 
stood. we examine the principal cause of 
prosperity in most of the large cities of the 
country we will find it to be the manufacturing 
interest. This creates wealth and increases 

population. Look at Cincinnati. Her geograph- 
eal y osition does not c ompare with that of Louis 
ville. Chicago tapped her on one side and Louis- 
ville on -the other, ile her proximity to the 
Eastern ¢ ities, with their advantages, was at- 
tracting her trade, but he enemys rity and wealth, 
as seen in her busy shops and her many palatial 
suburban residences, have all been created by her 
manufactories. Now, manufactories cannot ex- 
ist without a large supply of fuel at cheap cost. 
No Siate in = /hion has larger supplies of coal 
than Kentuc The completion of the EK. & P. 
road through : rich coal region for many ies 
supplies the great want of Loulaville. 


EASTERN KENTUCKY COAL FIELD. 

The Eastern coal-field of Kentucky comprises 
a very considerable portion of the eastern end of 
the State. It touches the northern boundary of 
the State and widens southwardly. It is perhaps 
a bundred and fifty miles kugrfrom north to 
south, and from fourteen miles wide in its north- 
ern part to seventy-nve miles in its greatest 
width More southward. On the west this sastern 
cool-field is bounded by a long irregular strip of 
millstone grit formation, which has a general 
northeast and southwest direction, and is from 
thirty yards to six or eight miles in width. Out- 
side of it is a still narrower, irregular strip of 
sub-carboniferous limestone, which separates it 
from the knobstone formation. Thus the Eastern 
Kentucky coal measures are surrounded by the 
outcropping of a narrow belt of millstone grit, 
which is a kind of coarse sandstone, along the 
southeast side of the Cumberland mountains. It 
is at the base of the cal measures, and begins in 
Kentucky at the Tennessee line. It follows nearly 
the line of the Cumberland mountains in South- 
eastern Kentucky. On the western side of these 
coal measures is a very zigzag bed of millstone 
grit. There are some outiyers of coal discon- 
nected with the main or eastern coal-field, as in 
the counties of Wayne, Rockcastile, part of Car- 
ter, and part of Boyd county. Embraced in the 
Eastern coal-field are the counties of Greenup, 
Boyd, Carter, Lawrence, Floyd, Wheatley, Perry, 
Harlan, Knox, Pulaski, Clay, Breathit, Estill, 
McKee, Powell, Owsley, and perhaps some oth- 


ers. 
EXTENT OF THE FIELD AND ITS AVAILABILITY. 


A gentleman who has been in every part of it 
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says that at the Ohio river the Eastern Kentuaky 
coalfield is fiiteen or sixteen miles wide, and in 
its widest part, further south, it is sixty-five or 
seventy miles wide. It is somewhat triangular 
but of very irregular shape. A large part of this 
immense coa)-field, whose coal is of excellent 
Qnality, will only be available for Louisville when 
the 1 ig Sandy river is used for slack-water navi- 
gation. The Big Sandy runs its entire length 
through a eoal-field, where the beds are in many 
places ten feet thick and of very superior qual- 
ity. Thesrl.c:-water navigation of the Big Sandy 
would probably make available for Louisville 
manufactures a hundred miles of as rich coal- 
beds on each side of the Big Sandy river as there 
is in the United States. The Big Sandy is pool- 
like and not rapid up to Tug‘fork, Louisa fork and 
Russell's fork, which, by beingédmproved. would 
also make the great coal-field further available. 
Tug fork is the eastern boundary of the State, 
and by it fifty or sixty miles of the coal-field in 
Kentucky and Virginia could be reached. 

The Eastern Kentucky coal-fleld comprises 
three times the area of the Western, and the 
coal is generally of finer quality. The coal- 
fields of the Cumberland mountains, near 
Sparta, are separated from the coal-flelds of 
Hopkins county by valleys of denudation not 
much less than a thousand feet deep. 

LIVINGSTONE COAL-MINES. 

Several parties have opened coal-mines near 
Livingstone, the present terminus of the Leb- 
anon branch of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, and expect to send out a good deal of coal. 
Their veins are between two and three feet 
thick, and the coal is of fair quality, but it is not 
likety that the beds are of great extent, or that 
the coal can be profitably sent to Louisville. 
These mines will supply the manufacturers and 
other citizens of Lebanon, Danville and other 
places along the line of the Lebanon branch, and 
thus be of great advantage, but they will not 
materially benefit .he city of Louisville. 


THE COAL ALONG THE LOUISVILLE AND 8ST. LOUIS 
RAILROAD. 


The block coal of Southern Indiana i® said to 
be of excellent quality, in large veins, and very 
accessible. The section in which it is found will 
be traversed for some distance by the Louisville 
and St. Louis railroad. The coal beds of South- 
ern Indiana are of yery irregular form, and they 
are not found to any extent within eighty or 
ninety miles of New Albany. ‘This indicates that 
the cost of transportation will be a serious ob- 
stacle. Block coal, as at Brazil, is one of the 
lower beds of coal measures. It extends south- 
wardly, crossing the Ohio river at Cannelton, at 
which point it changes ite character very much. 
In some places it contains so much sulphur as to 
preclude its use in the manufacture of iron, At 
some points the sulphur parted company, and 
the sulphur taking hold of the lHme 
made the compound known as selmite, 
a sulphurate of lime. The mine at 
Evansville presente no sulphur, but instead of 
that all the fissures are filled with silenite, some- 
times five inches thick. The Brazil coal being 
free from sulphur, is said to be of superior qual- 
ity for making steel from iron. Some very ex- 
cellent specimens of coal, obtained in Gibson, 
Dubois, and other counties of Inciana, through 
which the Louisville and St. Louis railroad psases, 
have been exhibited recently in Louisville by the 
excellent president of that road. They are of 
large size and indicate coal of the best quality. 
These coal measures are a good deal disrupted 
and are not likely to be of very great extent, but 
some very well informed persons believe that it 
can be got in large amount and may be put in 
Louisville at prices much below what is pow 
charged for less valuable coal. 

The fuel question, Just at this time when there 
salight supply of coal, and the thermometer 
is as low as fifty-six degrees Farenheit, is a mat- 
ter of obviously great importance, and if we 
have presented any facts calculated to induce 
shch action as will best seeure in future years a 
sufficient supply for our manufacturers and 
other citizens, the space devoted to this !orgz ar- 
ticle will not have been unprofitably used.

An adjourned meeting of Parkland lot-owners 
wae held at the office of Morris, Southwick & Co. 

The attend- 
al.ce was larce and business of importance was 
transacted. An article of incorporation, with 
the names of W. H. Fogg, G. W. Burton, John 8. 
Long, Wm. J. Duncan, J. W. Friddle, J. W. = 
wards, James A. Dawson, W. H. Beynroth, C. 
Davison, A. T. Gilmore, J. G. rede erase 
Rogers, and Theodore Harris, as incorporators, 
was reported by the committee appointed for 
that purposo atthe last meeting. A series of 
by-laws were also reported and adopted. Printed

The plan of action contemplated in the by- 
laws adopted isasound one and must secure 
the hearty co-operation of every interested 
party. There has been ever since the sale a 
large number of the purchasers willing to build 
provided a little assistance was given them and 
time secured inwhichto refund any sum ad- 
vanced toward aiding them.

is to render that interest at once available by 
the improvement thereof.

The Lottery Question. 

A number of indictments were recently pre- 
ferred by the grand jury of the City Court 
against Geo. Webster and others for unlawfully 
promoting and for unlawfully selling tickets in 
the Kentucky lottery and in the Paducah lottery. 
The defendauts’ attorneys were Hon. J. F. Bul 
litt, Thos. W. Bullitt, and ex-Goy. T. E. Bram- 
lette. The defense rested the demurrer upon the 
crounds that the Kentucky lottery and the Pa- 
ducah lottery were authorized by legislative en- 
actment, and that, therefore, it constituted no 
offense to promote or otherwise aid by vending 
that which was authorized by law. After full 
argument by Frank Hagan, the Prosecuting At- 
torney, and by Messrs, Bullitt and Bramiette, in 
support of the demurrer, the Court, on Wednes 
day, sustained the demurrer and dismissed the 
indictments. This is the second time the ques- 
tion as to the legality of these two iottery priv- 
ileges has been judicially decided in their favor. 
The Court of Appeals, at the May term, 1564, 90 
decided in a case from Covingtes.
